TO STUDY ESKIMO. 


Danish Explorer Plans Extensive 
Sarvey of Northern Race. 


The remarkable studies carried 
out by the Danish explorer, Knud 
Rasmussen, among the Greenland 
Eskimos are deacribed by W. E. Exk- 
blaw in the Geographical Review. 
Rasmussen, who is part Eskimo 
himeelf, was born and partiy edu- 
cated in Greenland and trained in 
languages and ethnology at the Uni- 
versity of Copenhagen. 

It is his ambition to make a 
thorough study of the whole Eskimo 
race, from ern Greenland to Si- 
beria, and he has already visited 
every Eskimo settlement in Green- 
land. It is sald that he knows ev- 
ery Greenland Eskimo personally. 
Mr. Ekblaw believes it safe to say 
that no one has ever come into such 
direct contact with a whole 

as he has. 

Late in 1919 he returned from 4 
visit to Ammasesalik, on the east 
coast. He was surprised to find that 
tue East Greenland Eskimos pre- 
serve many of the customs of the 
Central Eskimos, who still inhabit 
the ancestral home of the race abour 
Hudson Bay. He found that they 
are more closely related to the Cen- 
tral Hekimos that are any of the 
other tribes of the entire Greenland 
coast, and that only recently have 
they been affected by contrast with 
the Greenland west coast culhture.—

“PEACEFUL VALLEY.” 


RAY IN FAMILJAR PASTORAL 
SETTING AT KINEMA.

There is no mistaking the scent of 
new-mown hay about the title of 
“Peaceful Valley.” in which Charles 
Ray is starred this week at the Kir- 
ema Theater. Even if you weren't 
acquainted with the book, you'u sus- 
pect the rural locale. Needless to 
say, you won't have to reverse your 
surmise. “Peaceful Valley,” is a typ- 
ical Ray picture—one of the mort 
typical, in fact, and as such will 
doubtless be a popular delight. 

Of course, there is never anything 
really new about Chariie Ray's 
newest picture feature, except the 
title, and a few twists to the story.
